Spends About $2,000,000 
In Yearly Work. 


Official records show that nationa! 
league and its state branches spent from 1920 
to 1925, inclusive, a total of $13,065,313: in 
other words, the league has been spendinz 
upward of $2,000,000 a year since the adop 
tion of prohibition. 

Adding the total for 1920-25.to the $50,- 
000,000 estimated as the cost of putting over 
the eighteenth amendment, we reach an az- 
gregate of $63,065,313. If it is estimated that 
$2,500,000 was spent by the league in ¥919, 
and $2,000,000 in 1926, we come to a grand 
total of $67,565,313 expenditures for pro- 
hibition propaganda. This sum represents the 
expenditures by all dry organizatiors up to 
the adoption of the eighteenth amendment 
and of the Anti-Saloon League alone there- 
after.

The records indicate that the primary pur- 
pose for which members of Congress. and 
other spellbinders are employed is to drum up 
funds for the league. Reporting to the ex- 
ecutive committee of the league February 18, 
1925, Dr. Howard H. Russell, founder of the 
league, said: 

“The contribution. department did its work 
both by raising funds at public meetings and 
by private canvass, and also by the powerful 
propaganda of the numerous weil-attended 
meetings throughout the whole country. In 
1919 Russell accompanied Mr. Bryan (the 
late William Jennings Bryan) four months, 
taking subscriptions for the contribution de- 
partment which totaled over $700,000.” 


More Than $17,000,000 
Collected at Meetings. 

The American Issue Publishing Co. of 
Westerville, owned by the Anti-Saloon League, 
maintains a lecture bureau to promote the col- 
lection of money for the league. Under the 
publishing company’s auspices, according to a 
report by Dr. Ernest H. Cherrington, its gen- 
eral manager, on Jan. 1, 1925, there were 
held during the preceding 10 years, ‘“through- 
out the length and breadth’ of the United 
States, a total of 21,889 mass meetings, at 
which subscriptions amounting to $17,328.- 
060 were taken. These meetings were exctu- 
sive, of course, of the thousands of meetings 
held by state leagues for money-raising pur- 
poses. 

An exhibit in the record of testimony be- 
fore the Reed committee shows that the sub- 
scription department of the American Issue 
paid out $645,934 in speakers’ salaries be- 
tween 1914 and 1926. Richmond P. Hobson, 
former Congressman, who has been called the 
“Father of: the eighteenth amendment,” rea- 
ceived $171,249 as salary for speaking fer 
the subscription department between 1914 and 
1922. The Pennsylvania State League, as the 
record shows, sought to get Hobson for a 
week at $700, during a recent campaign. 

Testimony before the Reed committee with 
respect to Rep. Upshaw of Georgia, one of 
the dry leaders of the House, shows plainly 
that he was engaged for his ability to make 
his audiences sign on the dotted line. Up- 
shaw wrote a letter to. a league official, 
which was made a part of the record, setting 
out that an outlay to him of $26 ($25 as an 
honorarium and $1 for taxicab fare) had re- 
sulted in subscriptions of $1,168 at a meet-

ing he addressed at a Baptist Church. It was 
clear from Upshaw’s letter that he thought 
he was not getting enough for his services. 

‘During the past ten vears,”’ reported Dr. 
Cherrington on Jan. 1, 1925, ‘‘a large num- 
ber of the strongest platform prohibition ad- 
vocates that. could be found have been used 
through this bureau to preach the gospel of 
prohibition and our individual, national and 
world responsibility in connection with the 
prohibition movement.’ He said there was no 
way to estimate the value of the services 
which had been rendered by such men as 
(to name a few on his list) William J. Bryan, 
Richmond P. Hobson, Senator Frank B. Wil- 
lis, Dr. Sam W. Small, Dr. P. A. Baker, Dr.

How a Minority Works 
To Run a Majority. 


The wséeen of the Anti-Saloon 
the world’s outstanding example of what can 
be done by an organized minority ta fasten 
its will on the majority. Take Miseouri, for 
example. Missouri rejected state-wide prohi- 
bition by a heavy majority. In the last sena. 
torial primary it nominated, over the 
stYaight-out dry cantHdates, two candidates 
with wet leanings. By all the usual ways of 
political reckoning it is a wet state; if it is 
dry, it is dry only by a snfall majority. Yet, 
of the 16 Congressmen frum Missouri, not 
more than four, under present conditions, 
would vote wet. 

The Missouri drys, with a scant half of 
the votes. or less than half, on a popular 
referendum, have at least three-fourths of 
the votes of the State’s representatives in the 
Hotise. The explanation of this anomaly is 
only partly geographical. Partly it lies in the 
fact that the Anti-Saloon League, well or- 
ganized, well financed and ably led, is on 
guard, holding over the heads of faltering 
dry Congressmen the threat of political ex-

Political Methods Are of 


Sound Practicality. 

The intensely practical character of the 
league’s political methods was well illustrat- 
ed in last year’s Illinois campaign. After 
the Reed committee's disclosures that the 
campaign of Frank L. Smith, the Republican 
nominee for the S¢nate, had been financed 
with a slush fund greater than that which 
the Senate in the Newberry case had pro- 
nounced ‘“‘dangerous to the perpetuity of a 
free government,’ a slush fund, moreover, 
of which one-half was contributed by Sam- 
uel Insull, the public utilities magnate—after 


these disclosures, a considerable dry element... 


in the State brought about the nomination of 
Hugh Magill on an independent ticket. The 
league, however, supported Smith as against 
Magill, on the sole ground that Smith had 
the better chance to win. | 

Throughout the record there are frequent 
references to the political work of the league. 
Wayne B. Wheeler testified: ‘‘Our organiza- 
tion takes an interest in the nomination and 
election of candidates for office who have 
to do with the enforcement of the prohibition 
laws or the enactment of laws relating to that 
subject matter.’’ He said that these officers 
included members of state legislatures, mem- 
bers of Congress, governors of states and 
Presidents. 

Reporting on the elections of.1924, Whee!- 
er told his Executive Committee that Cole 
Blease of South Carolina, who was opposed 
by the league for the Senate, would have 
been defeated “if we had had funds to or- 


“ganize the State, or if we had ah organiza- 
tion that was prepared to do the work as’ 


it is done in many other states.”’ 

What is the league's plan of organization? 
Curiously, as it must seem to anyone who 
knows the league only by name, it has no 
members in the ordinary sense of that term. 
Subscribers to its funds, however, receive the 
American Issue, the official organ of the 
league and also, as has been shown, its chief 
agency for the raising of money. The league 
was formed in 1893. As now constituted, it is 
composed of a national body, the Anti-Saloon 
League of America, and the state leagues. 
The national organization controls. 


How and Where League’s 
Church Work Is Done. 


Each state league has a State Superintend- 
ent who is appointed by the national superin- 
tendent, subject to confirmation by the State 
officers and the National Executive Commit- 
tee. There is a national board of directors 
composed of the State Superintendents and 
such other members as they select. This board 
meets every two years. The active govern- 
ing body of the league is the Executive Com- 
mittee. Nearly all the offictals of the league, 
state and national, are ordained Protestant 
ministers. . 

The league does its work to a large degree 
through church organizations. It has called 
itself ‘‘the church in political action.’ To 
what extent is it justifiedda this claim that it 
represents the church@@m tee, United States

Some figures throwing * ignt om this ques- 
tion are available from Jeagué reports. In 
one for 1919, it is stated that the league was 
reaching with “field day-services’’—-services, 
that is to-say, for the collegtion of money— - 
about 16 per cent of the,cburehes ordinarily 
accessihl® to Anti-Sgloon League speakers. The 
churches ordinarily accessible are those of 
the Baptist, Methodist, Presbyterian and some 
other -numerically smaller ) denominations. 
Among the denominations not cdmitting Anti- 
Saloon League solicitors. are the Catholic, Lu- 
theran, Chrisiian Scierce and Unitarian. 

In 1919, the membership of the denomina- 
tions co-operating with the league was 20,- 
600,000. Gut of this number, it was stated 
that the league had about 300.000 subscrib- 
ers, and that $0 per cent or more of the funds 
received came from subscriptions taken 12 
churches. 

From these figures it appears that in 1919,

“The subscription 
department,” le said, “has collected in cash 
on all subscriptions during the last 12 years 
$4,500,000 and it is estimated that we now 
have on our books in good subscriptions to 
be coljected during the.pext several years at 
least $2,500,000. The very marked decline in 
recent months in fayments of subscriptions 
in the contribution department is alarming. 
We are doing everything possible to stimulate 
collections, but the writer’s profound convic- 
tion is that nothing short of an adequate pro. 
gram for the Anti-Saloon League will meet 
the situation we face.” 


“Immediate Movement 


For Strengthening”’ 

In the same report Dr. Cherrington made a 
statement strangely out of tune with the fre- 
quent public claims of dry leaders that pro- 
hibition is morally a great success. ‘There 
are many indications,’ he said, “in many 
places throughout the United States that the 
clutch, is slipping, especially as regards the 
younger generation. There must be an tm- 
mediate movement for the undergirding and 
strengthening of the foundations upon which 
prohibition has been builded.” 

The récords show that the Anti-Saloon 
League works not only through its own or- 
ganization but through at least two bodies 
which it subsidizes—the. Scientific Temper- 
ance Federation of Boston, of which Prof. 
Irving Fisher of Yale is the honorary chair- 
man, and the Intercollegiate Prohibition As- 
sociation. 

A report to the executive committee of 
the Anti-Saloon League December 56, 1921, 
says that ‘‘we have been able to care for 
the expenses of the federation to the amount 
of about $400 a month?’ This organization, 
on its face, is for the purpose of gathering 
scientific facts about the effects of aleohu! 
on the human system. It is the author of « 
great quantity of the literature which has 
been issued by the American Issue Publish- 
ing Company, the official publishing house 
of the Anti-Saloon League. 

The expenses of the Intercollegiate Prohi- 
bition Association, which works among stu- 
dents and teachers, are borne, at least in 
part by the AntlSaloon League and the World 
League Against Alcoholism,.in which. the 
AntLSaloon League is the dominant factor. 
Records of the Anti-Saloon League show ap- 
propriations of about $20,000 a year to sup- 
port this organization. The league also has 
pald the expenses of a large number of 
foreign prohibition delegations which have 
come to this country to get data for dry tam- 
paigns abroad. 


Reaching Out for More 


. Worlds to Conquer. ~* 

A report of the Committee on International 
Relations of the Anti-Saloon League to the 
executive committee, in November, 1921, 

says: “The bringing of representative tem- 
perance leaders from different countries to 
see, first hand, the operation of and resulia 
of prohibition in the United States, at once 
suggests vast possibilities in the effort \to 
assist the world temperance movement.” — 

At Lausanne, Switzeriand, ts the Interna- 
tional Bureau Against Alcoholism, in charge 
of Dr. Robert Hercod, whose expenses to and 
from the United States, on at least one oc- 
casion of record were paid by the Anti-Saloon 
League out of funds appropriated by Con- 
gress for the promotion of the International 
Congress Against Alcoholism. 

References also are made in the record to 
the Anti-Saloon League's success, on séveral 
occasions, in getting money from Congress 
to pay the expenses of American delegations 
to the international meetings. ' A great deal 
of excellent publicity material, according to 
Wheeler's ‘reports, has been provided by these 
gatherings:

A BILLIONAIRE AND HIS DEBTORS. 
Two hundred million dollars a year sounds like a' 
Our three richest men, Mr. Rockefeller, 
Mr. Ford and Mr. Mellon, who presumably know what | 
those figures mean, will doubtless assure us that it is | 
a lot of money. But we can call another witness, |

$200,000,000 a year. A formidable sum standing by 
itself, but how does it appear when placed alongside 
$90,000,000,000? Says Prof. Taussig: 

It is as if, having $100.to recefve, we were to 
ret 25 cents in addition—a negligible sum. 

Those payments, to be sure, will- presently increase. 
Meantime. our national income will also increase. The 
proportion, therefore, continue unchanged— | 
about one-quarter of one per cent of our income. But! 
to the debtor nations those payments will not be in- |

TOBACCO REFORMERS GET A JOLT. 
the Chattanooga Times. 
| jxowe Antitobacco League. an association 
| ~omposed of men and women obsessed 
with the idea that it is up to them to save 
the world from the degrading practice and 
what they call “the filthy habit” of using 
tobacco. have been preening themselves to 
follow up the tactics of the Antisaioon 
League with the view of securing the 
passage of a Voistead act suppressing to- 
hacco. They got a bad jolt the other day, 
however, when Dr. Knight Dunlap. pro- 
fessor of experimental psychology at Johns 
Hopkins University, came out with the pos- 
ttive statement, based on experimentation, 
to the effect that the use of tobacco makes 
men more dependable and more efficient 
workers.

HEN I was very young and 
ambitious, I wanted to be an 
omnibus conductor. Looking 
— upon that lofty aspiration, it 
seems to be the desire must have 
been born in me-because the bus- 
man had an audience from whom 
he endeavored to draw response. 
A large part of the old London 
bus conductor’s energy was spent 
in an effort to entertain both the 
public and his fellow busmen. 


No doubt in more unfrequented 
stretches of his route he occupied 
his time thinking out his jokes and 
took the response he got from his 
audience as-a -reward! 

But he laughed more easily at 
the bus conductor than we should 
have done if he had been a paid 
cracker of wheezes in the bil] in 
the Coliseum, because he was on 
the street—a difference of environ- 
ment. The attitude of mind of the 
audience varies. 

My first work was at the Ele- 
phant and Castle Theater in Lone 
don in the ‘80s. when “melodrama” 
was strong and plays were artifi- 
cial. Of course, plays are very arti- 
ficial today: if they were not they 
wouldn’t be plays. But in the ‘86s 
they were more stereotyped. The 
authors nearly always wrote them 
vith rounds of applause in their 
minds and built their situations out 
of lines and phrases that brought 
an automatic response. These plays 
trained the audience to respond au- 
tomatically and the fact that they 
did what was expected of them 
kept the authors doing this artifi-

Well, New York took every point 
just as St. Louis did. and all 
through the tour in America every 
point was taken. When I took it 
to the St. James’s Theater in Lon- 
don in 1923 not a point was missed 
there, and all the laughs came in 
the same places and in the same 
way. I think this is a fairly good 
test. 

In my experience of audiences I 
have come to note a curious 
thing, namely, a difference in the 
quality of the silence that obtains 
in the theater during the perferm- 
ance of a play. There is the re- 
spectful silenée and there is the 
silence of intense interest. Both 
silences may be absolute; in each 
case there is no outward evidence 
of response. But the actor knows 
if he has “got” his audience, or he 
knows if his audience is merely 
sitting back und saying—to use an 
American idiom—‘“show ws!” 

No sound comes to indicate to 
the actor th quality of the si- 
lence. It is a feeling he gets—the 
operation of a magnet between ac- 
tor and audience that only an actor 
can appreciate. We speak common- 
lv of the “magnetism” of the actor, 
but seldon. of the magnetism of an 
audience. Yet the effect is just the

Astronomers at the Yerkes Observatory 
of the University of Chicago, Williams Bay, 
Wisconsin, have already discerned = faint 
traces of the visiting comet on photographic 
plates, where it is seen as a dim splotch. It 
is not yet within range of the most powerful 
telescopes. Astronomers at the Yerkes Ob- 
servatory say the chances of seeing Pons- 
Winnecke with the naked eve are good, as 
it will come closer to the earth than any 
other solar performers 

Almost since the beginning of history 
comets have been an object of terror to man. 
They are nothing but waste matter whirling 
in apace, but it was imposstbie to know this 
without modern astronomical science. 

The Chinese and Japanese, who first re- 
corded their appearance, believed that each 
terrestrial kingdom had a celestial repre- 
sentative and that comets, going like am- 
bassadors from one celestial region to an 
other, might forecast terrestrial events. The 
first comet of which there ix an actual rec- 
ord was seen in 611 B. C., recorded in Chi- 
nese documents. Perhaps it was Halley’s. 
From 240 B.C. to the present time, with the 
doubtful exception of 163 B. C., there are 
records of Haliey’s comet. 


HE return of Halley's comet in 12 

B. ¢. Ils connected by many astrono- 
But mers with the Star of Bethlehem. Its 
return in A. D. 66 is probably the ‘‘sword of 
fire’’ mentioned by Josephus as suspended 
over Jerusalem shortly before its slege. The 
return in 461 coincided with the defeat of 
Attila at Chalons. It returned in 1068, five 
months before the Norman Conquest, and 
waa connected with that oc- 
currence, many believing its 
appearance to have been 
prophetie.
